Tet he also typifies the maa

Now, 
it Is very necessary that we sho-ild 
cot flinch from teeisg Th\t li vile 
and debasing.

kind of resioaen is subject, but the se- 
cret lets and difficulties, which la psb- 
lie proceedings are Innumerable and 
Inevitable, they have cot ord'.nariry the 
adgtaent to consider." 
"This troth should be kept constant- 


ly la m!nd by every free people desir- 
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politician or business man, every evil 
practice, whether la politics, ia busi- 
ness or ia social Ife. I hail as a bene- 
factor every writer or speaker, every 
man who oa the platform or la book. 
magazine or cew*paper with mercllesj 
severity makes such attack, provided 
always that he la hU tarn remertb»rs 
that the attack It ot cs* oaly tt it li 
absolutely truthful. 
The liar is no 


whit better thaa the thi«f. aad If his 
mendacity takes the torn of s!tader 
he may be worse thaa mo;t thieves.
